STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The obviousness rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Laurent et al. (US' 431 AI) in view of Cottard et al. (US' 514 Al) is rendered moot in view 
of the comparative data provided in the declaration filed on 6/12/2007, because the inventive 
composition (A) provides a significantly better viscosity (124.4 cps) and lesser selectivity (AE = 
6.79) (higher color quality) than the composition of the prior art that shows lesser viscosity (50 
cps) and higher selectivity (AE = 10.36) (poor color quality) (see the declaration tables II and 
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III). Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one 

having ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers oxidation dyeing formulation.
